DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to tine amendment filed February 6, 2009. In 
accordance with the amendment, claims 22-24 were canceled. 
Claims 1-18, 25, and 26 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-18, 25, and 26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of record (Hashizume et al. NPL; Aral et 
al. '018; Hatanaka '510) does not teach or reasonably suggest, in combination , an 
optical branching component as claimed by sole independent claim 1 further in which 
the coupling strength of at least one optical coupler monotonically decreases with 
increasing wavelength throughout the operational wavelength region of the component. 
Claims 2-18, 25, and 26 are dependent upon claim 1 . Also, see Applicant's arguments 
filed April 18, 2008, which explain how the closest prior art of record does not teach or 
reasonably suggest the limitation "the coupling strength of at least one said optical 
coupler monotonically decreases with increasing wavelength throughout (entire) the 
operational wavelength region of the component". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
